720 Initiate AddModule() function call 

with the DLL filename passed as argument 






730 Check compatibility of plug-in DLL file with the printer driver 






740 Load the plug-in DLL and obtain pointer 

to the exported RunKXModuleCmdQ function 






750 Issue RunKXModuleCmd(MMGRCMD INSTALL) function 

call, causing the plug-in module to install itself 






761 Check if the installed printer driver supports 

post-addition of plug-in modules 






762 For PDL plug-in modules, check printer for its 

supported PDLs by reading the MDX file 






763 Verify that the plug-in module is not yet installed 






770 Add entry in the Windows registry, which adds 

a GUI tab for the added plug-in module 






780 If required, allocate and initialize devmode when necessary
